A District for Jobs 


If there are to be sufficient jobs for the 
growing numbers of the next generation in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county, then the city- 
county area will have to accelerate the rate at 
which it is attracting new industry and com- 
merce. A long step toward that goal tan be 
taken by approval of the Metropolitan District 
at the Nov. 3 election. 


The District would provide two powerful 
new tools for tackling the important problem 
of stimulating lagging economic growth. t 
problem, including the muffed opportunities 
that already have cost this area several thou- 
sand new jobs, is detailed in a news*report 
by Harry Wilensky in today’s Post-Dispatch, 

The new tools that would enable the metro- 
politan area to compete for industry on even 
terms with the nation’s other urban centers 
are (1) a publicly-operated Economic Develop- 
ment Service and (2) a Planning Service de- 
signed to conserve the natural resources of 
the city-county area. They complement one 
another. 

No public agency in city or county is now 
engaged in economic planning on an area- 


. wide basis. This essential activity has largely 


gone by'default to private agencies like the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
which has made a commendable effort to de- 
velop the economic potential of Columbia 
Bottoms. 

. 7 * 

But even the best intentioned and best run 
private organization suffers limitations that 
only a public agency like the District can 
overcome. A private agency cannot reserve 
undeveloped ground for industrial use. It has 
to work with what local planners have zoned 
for that purpose, and in the St. Louis area 
thatjis far less than it ought to be. Nor does 
a private agency possess the power of eminent 
domain; it can assemble for industrial uses 
only those tracts that can be acquired through 
negotiation at reasonable prices. It can be 
held up by a single sharp-shooting speculator. 
To the extent that new jobs are not treated 
the whole area suffers. 

The obvious location for new industry in the 
city-county area lies in the undeveloped sec- 
tions of unincorporated St. Louis county — 
away from existing residential districts. 
Within the city itself, the amount of indus- 
trially-zoned ground is only 379 areas. 


But unless the people move quickly to pro- 
tect the county’s potential industrial sites, it 
may be too late. The county itself is present- 
ly unable to protect them. Though the 
County Council can zone for industrial use 
within the unincorporated areas, it is power- 
less to act within municipalities. Once in- 
corporated, a new town can throw the county’s 
zoning out the window. One of the principal 
reasons for the existence of so many munici-* 
palities is that this is the most convenient 
method of evading zoning supervision from 
Clayton. 

> . . 

The Metropolitan District would block this 
loophole. It would have the duty of preparing 
a comprehensive plan for the whole city- 
county area. Once that plan had been adopted 
by the District’s governing body, all munici- 
palities would be. required substantially to 
comply with it. 

This does not mean that the District would 
be free to rezone huge areas of the existing 
municipalities. It would have no power to 
change the residential characteristics of pres- 
ent county communities; they would have to 
be left alone. Its power ‘would be effective 
only in areas of the county now undeveloped. 
The District would have absolutely no authori- 
ty to put a gas station or a tavern next door 
to anybody’s home. 

New industry also would mean an expanded 
property tax base to support first-class schools 
and other public services, including the Dis- 
trict’s metropolitan services. For example, 
assessed valuation of the 433 acres at the new 
Plymouth plant has zoomed from $185 an 
acre for the undeveloped ground fd $3334 an 
acre (a total of $812,000) at present. The 
plant itself no doubt will be assessed at some- 
what in excess of $12,000,000. 

Opponents of the District plan spread the 
fear of new taxes. The truth is that a prop- 
erly operated District can trigger an economic 
expansion that will more than pay for the 
cost of the District. And unless new industry 
comes in, lagging economic growth can cost 
the community much more than a District 
would. 

That is why thoughtful voters who look 
ahead will support the District plan at the 
polls. They will support it as an investment 

in the future. They will support it as.a 
means of building a greater St. Louis for their 
children.

We are glad to learn that the Federal Bu- 
reau of Narcotics has modified its order 
cutting the number of agents in St. Louis 
from four to one. It now will keep two here. 
The bureau acted originally in retaliation for 
a new Missouri narcotics law which, though 
more reasonable and humane, did not meet 
the bureau’s idea of how to be “tough” on 
addicts. But if the bureau was wrong in that 
view, as in our judgment it was, why, not keep 
all four agents? The St. Louis area’s Con- 
gressmen might find it profitable to pursue 
that line of inquiry. :

Speaking for the American delegation, Mr. 
Robertson argued that Peiping ought not to be 
seated because it has engaged and still en- 
gages in “aggressive pressure” against its 
neighbors. This is a telling argument, but it 
must be compared with the equally impressive 
fact that some of Red China’s most important 
neighbors—notably India—are strong advo- 
cates of Red China’s admission even though 
they have been victims of Peiping pressure. 
Their view is that Red China exists and must 
be dealt with, and that it is better to bring 
the Peiping retime into U.N. councils than 
to continue treating it as an outlaw. 

This view ought, we think, to be given more 
consideration by the State Department than it 
has had. Diplomatic recognition of Peiping 
is one thing, and certainly ought to be de- 
layed until it can be made part of a general 
Far East settlement. But waging a one-nation 
crusade against U.N. membership for Red 
China is something else. That involves apply- 
ing to Peiping standards we do not apply to 
other nations, and it involves pressuring the 
U.N. instead of permitting its own. collective 
judgment to be expressed. The State Depart- 
ment ought to abandon the old slogans and 
ask itself whether this is good policy in pres- 
ent circumstances. 


A Dozen or a Hundred? 


Teamster Boss James R. Hoffa has issued 
an order for the removal of all convicted 
felons from the union’s payrolls.

= © YOU CAN BUY your Christmas wreaths early or your 
oe = garden statuary late, stock up on the home-made jellies and 
 pieRles you didn’t get around to making, be tempted by flower 
arranging kite from Japan or enjoy the fall bloom of roses 
and chrysanthemums. But 
best of all, if you attend 
the 100th anniversary ‘of 
the Missouri Botanical 
Garden, starting tomor- 
row, you may step into 
history by visiting Henry 
Shaw's home, which has 
been restored by its in- 
defatigable and ingenious 
women volunteers. 

“Just sit down here,” 
said Mrs. E. R. Culver Jr., 
waving me to a chair 
labeled Shaw’s own office 
property. Then she and 
Mrs, Neal Wood and Mrs. 
George Pring, who calls 
herself “the old historian,” 
bubbled in unison about 
their project. 

Most schoo! children 
know that Henry Shaw 
came to. St. Louis from 
England, amassed $250,000, a fortune mn those days, before he 
was 40, retired from the cutlery business, and devoted his 
life to creating a botanical area similar to London's Kew 


Gardens.

Shaw had two homes, a town house which was moved 
to the Garden and now serves as the administrative building, 
and the country home which he called Tower Grove. The 
latter had fallen into disuse in 1953 when Mrs. Pring and Mrs. 
Arthur Krueger asked Dr. Edgar Anderson, then garden direc- 
tor, if they might open the house provided they agreed to 
have hostesses in charge. 

Through the Federated Women’s Clubs, 52 sets of volun- 
teers, 14 each week, took over showing visitors through Shaw’s 
country horie. Little by little the house was renovated, 
recently through the efforts of the historical committee, con- 
sting of Mrs. Culver, Mrs. Wood, Mrs. Martin Lammert III 
Mrs. Charles Rice. 

This was done, said Mrs. Wood, “through admission fees, 
_ contributions, and scrounging,” but they have done a magnifi- 

cent job. Much of the lovely old furniture is Shaw's own, 
_ found in attics, in homes of his friends, bought back at auc- 
* tions. An Illinois woman, given a stuffed bird by Shaw when 
she was a child, willed it back to the home. A volunteer, 
> Jeaving an antique shop with a roll of carpeting, was stopped 
- by @ neighboring antique dealer who, learning of the pur- 
. pose, offered to buy the carpet as a gift. 

Mrs. Fothergill Graves, descendant of a botanist friend 
of Shaw's, has aided the cause. Stix, Baer, and Fuller gave 
$10,000 for such prosaic but necessary items as wiring and 
tuckpointing. The Childress, January, and other families 
have furnished items where original furnishings weré un-

Sophia Loren, who is kept in elegant 
style in a New York mansion by tycoon 
George Sanders, and Barbara Nichols, who 
seems to be a companion and free-lance, 
meet two soldiers on a train ‘during World 
War Il. Tab Hunter, a simple paratrooper 
from Vermont, goes for Sophia, as who 
wouldn’t. Jack Warden, a seasoned serge- 
ant, makes a pass at Barbara. Keenan Wynn, as the million- 
aire’s watchdog, keeps a suspicious eye on the soldiers and 
a lecherous one on Sophia.

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‘The Squire’ of Country Day Is Remembered

THE MAN WHO MET ME at 
the door of 22 Beacon street in 
Ferguson is getting thin and bent 
with his 75 years, but there are 
still pride and a touch of court- 
liness in his manner. 

He was wearing a pair of 
brown slacks and a white shirt, 
both now loose on his thin frame, 
and the costume was topped off 
with an old brown canvas hat 
with a brim which flopped down 
all around. But the hat seemed 
to lend something of an air, the 
air perhaps of a squire. After 
all, it was as ““The Squire” that 
he had been known to several 
hundred students of St. Louis 
Country Day School who had 
come under his spell during the 


_ 30 years he taught there. 


To say that a man “taught” 
in a school for 30 years is hol- 
low praise. In the case of Eu- 
gene A. Hecker it’s little short 
of libel. As one of his former 
colleagues wrote not long ago: 


it is accepted by his former 
students as well as his former 

eagues that The Squire 
was that man. Or, as one of his 
“old boys” put it, “He WAS 
Country Day.” 

A pair of keen gray eyes 
looked out from under the flop- 
brim hat, which he continued to 
wear after we sat down to talk. 
“You have cigarettes? You have 
matches? Would you care for 
a drink?’ he asked. “Very well. 
You want to write a story about 
me.” ; 

It wasn’t a question. It was 
just a statement of fact about 
which he seemed to be musing. 
**Well,” he said, “I don’t know 
exactly why, but I guess it’s all 


ethics, his genial and often caus- 
tic wit, his affection for his 
students and the unstinted time 
he gave to them brought him 
the respect and affection of all.” 

That was one of the reasons. 
Another was that among the stu- 
dents who had the good fortune 
to come under his influence dur- 
ing the years between 1919 and 
1949, he had become a living 
legend. The Squire, they will 
tell you, was the greatest teacher 
they ever had. 

And now the Alumni Associa- 
tion and Board of Trustees of 
Country Day have established 


the Eugene Hecker Chair of © 


Humanities at the school. Not 
only to do him honor, the reso- 
lution says in part, “‘but also 
to foster in all those who come 
to occupy this chair an aware- 
ness of the values you taught, 
and to the end that they may 
always be alive in tradition of 
St. Loujs Country Day School.” 
Alumni are being asked to con- 
tribute $200,000 to establish the 
chair. 

Hecker retired 10 years ago. If 
the honor seems a bit belated, 
he gave no indication of ,his feel- 
ing. His loyalty and affection 
for the school are as strong as 
when he was there. “Country 
Day is the -most 
preparatory school in the United 
States,”” he said. “People around 
here just don’t know it.” 

Much of that distinction, it 
is generally agreed, is due to the 
influence of Hecker himself. His 
field of study was the classics. 
He taught English and English 
literature, but he was also pro- 
ficient as a teacher of Latin, 
and, according to his f 
teachers, not a dozen men of 
our times have read as much 
Latin as has ‘Hecker. 

But his first love is English, 
and he was known among his 
students as a man who hated 
‘a dangling participle as a 
manufacturer hates a low tariff.

His former students agree that 
it wasn’t boring. “‘I couldn’t ex- 
plain to you just how he did 
it,” says Oscar Rexford, director 
of Blue Cross in St. Louis, “but 
he even made it exciting. I 
learned more from him than any 
other teacher I ever had. He 
inspired me. He taught me how 
to think.” 


It may have been simply that 
The Squire managed to con- 
vey to the boys his own love 
and respect for good literature. 
“My father had a large library, 
and i learned to read good books 
when I was young,” Hecker re- 
calls. “Back in those days 
youngsters “read Dickens and 
Thackeray when they were 9 
years old, and it didn’t do them 
any harm. Now everything has 
to be simplified. Even the alpha- 
bet.” He gave a little snort of 
disgust. “In the old days they 
knew the alphabet before they 
started to school. Horace Greeley 
could read the Bible when he 
was 3 and Macaulay was read- 
ing history when he was 8.” 


This may make The Squire 
sound like a dry pedant, but the 
fact of the matter is he was 
known for his lively discussions, 
his sense of humor and the wit 
with which he punctuated his 
lectures. ; 

One of the favorite stories 
of The Squire’s admirers con- 
cerns the time, before coming to 
Country Day, when he was 
teaching at the Boston Country 
Day School. One of his students 
was Lucius Beebe, now a well 
known bon vivant and writer and 
co-owner of The Territorial En- 
terprise at Virginia City, Nev. 
For incorrigible behavior, Beebe 
was banished from the class- 
room one day and sent to the 
headmaster. Shortly after Beebe 
was observed sitting on the floor 
outside Hecker’s classroom door, 
taking in the rest of his lecture.

He now admits 
that he never was much of a 
track man himself but someone 
had to do it.

He was not a pedant nor was 
he a prude. His students used 
to like to speculate on the one 
book which he wrote which was 
never published. When he was 
a sergeant in the first World 
War, he and Edmund Wilson, 
now a well known critic and writ- 
er, collaborated on a scholarly 
study of the vocabulary of the 
American soldier in War War I. 
It remained unpublished for ob- 
vious reasons. A reference to 
the study is made in H. L, Menc- 
ken’s ‘The American Lan- 
guage.” 

The books he published were 
“The Study of Latin,” a volume 
highly prized by scholars not 
only because of its erudition but 
for its extreme readability, and 
“A Short History of Women’s 
Rights.”’ 

The second subject has always 
interested him. “As short a time 
ago as 1910 the right of women 
to vote wasn’t even seriously 
considered by most people, let 
alone anticipated,”” he points out. 
“It was World War I that brought 
it all about. Women did every- 
thing that men did during that 
war and that was the turning 
point.” 

With his wife, he was an early 
advocate of women’s suffrage. 
Mrs. Hecker, now an _ invalid, 
was a strong-minded but kindly

she was. active in civic, social 
and church work. She was a 
member of the St. Louis County 
Board of Children’s Aid Society, 
the St. Louis County Family 
Service, the Ferguson Library 
board and the St. Louis League 
of Women Voters. _For many 
years she was head of the Altar 
Guild—and was present at serv- 
ices in rain, shine, snow or sleet 
—of the Altar Guild of St. Steph- 
en’s Episcopal Church, Fergu- 
son, 


Hecker has strong views on 
government, and he ran for Con- 
gress twice, first in 1932 and 
again in 1936. 


“My only idea In running for 
office,”” he told me, “‘was public 
service. I suppose the modern 
generation can’t understand that, 
but it really was.” 

Hecker was born in the 7100 
block of Michigan avenue in 1884, 
His father, Alexander Hecker, 
hada general merchandise store. 
His grandfather was Gen. Fried- 
erich Hecker, a leader in the 
German revolution in 1848. 

His mother was Atlanta Pree- 
torius, a niece of Emil Preetor- 
ius, editor of the Westliche Post. 
She taught for many years in the 
St. Louis public schools. 

“It was my mother who decid- 
ed I should go to Harvard,” 
Hecker recalls. ‘“‘She considered 
it the best school in the country. 
It was, and I think it still is.” 
He was graduated from Harvard 
in 1905, summa cum laude and 

Phi Beta Kappa. 

He taught in five preparatory 
schools in the East before com- 
ing home to teach at Country

Hecker is pessimistic about 
the future of education in this 
country, and he expresses him- 
self in no uncertain terms. 
“Oh, there are good schools, 
and some good teachers, but in 
too many schools the teachers 
are becoming more and more 
illiterate, and the more illiter- 
ate they become, the more 
money they want. At some of 
the high schools the teachers 
try to rush out of the building 
in the afternoon before the stu- 
dents. There is a lack of self- 
discipline and intellectual pow- 
er. And,” he said with a keen 
glance, “they diways go to- 
g>ther.”’ 

The Squire takes a particu- 
larly dim view of intelligence 
tests, largely because he has 
clung to the theory that a boy 
is an individual and not a card 
in an IBM machine. 

“I’ve had boys,” he recalled, 
“‘who passed mainly by the grace 
of the faculty. Not because of 
what their grades or an intelli- 
gence test showed but because, 
in working with the boy, you 
knew something was there, and 
it was up to you to bring it out.’”’ 

That he brought it out in a lot 
of boys goes without saying. As 
Attorney A. Clifford Jones put it, 
“‘he taught us to think. That’s 
something few teachers do.”
